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REBELS BLAST 
ENEMY OUT OF 
IRUN TRENCHES 


(Vies* of Shackled Hos­

full of governm ent forces were blown 
into the air by direct h its of rebel 
shells in a desperate assault on this 
beleaguered city Tuesday night. 
Tim e and tim e again the fascist 
artillerym en found deadly range and 
blasted their enem y countrym en to 
bits. 
A fter each instance of th is m ass 
carnage, governm ent reinforcem ents 
rushed out from Iru n to m eet d eath 
from th e next barrage. 
From my position at th a t tim e, 
just across th e F rench frontier. I 
could hear bullets splattering around 
me. 
W ithin the besieged city itself, the 
prayers of chained and shackled reb ­ 
el hostages in th e streets m ingled 
w ith th e shriek of shot and shell 
fired a t them by their own com rades. 
D riven back to la st-line tren ch es; 
on hilltops only a mile from Irun, tile J 
governm ent defenders dragged field 
pieces behind th e crum bling walls 
of th e city in readiness for a fight 
to til*1 death with th e city’s already- 
bloody streets as the final b attle­ 
field. 
If the last-line trenches fall to 
hold off the next rebel attack the j 
governm ent defenders will have only 
surrender as th eir alternative to a 
h in d -to -hand 
battle 
w ithin Irun. 
T he governm ent m en have said tim e 
and again they w’ould never su rren ­ 
der. 
U nder the deadly accuracy of the 
rebel cannonading, the governm ent 
forces fall back from one position 
after another, th eir uncounted dead 
littering the battlefield. 
Finally they checked their retrea t 
on the top of a high hill, where 
they hastily threw' up redoubt d e­ 
fenses.

ira.uad their gums on this position 
and loosed another barrage. 
S teel-helm eted rebel foreign le­ 
gionnaires slithered warily up the 
hillsides ready to charge the govern­ 
m ent s last redoubt.

H ie governm ent defenders, garbed 
for the most part in working clothes 
and white shirts, m ade easy targets 
tor tile rebel m achine gunners. 
W ithin the city itself Hie d efend­ 
e r, earn ed out th eir th re a t to chain 
hostages in the streets if the rebels 
Humid recom m ence tile weeks-old 
bom bardm ent. 
O ne of these shackled prisoners 
was tile bishop of Valladolid, who. it 
was reported, asked th a t his hands 
be left free so that he m ight pray. 
Tile knowledge th a t th e ir own men 
would be brought out for them to 
kill delayed the rebel bom bardm ent, 
but reports th e governm ent forces 
had executed other hostages precipi­ 
tated th e renew al of hostility ..
